I  ecourbe,  by  which  he  informs  ine  of  the 
lit.K'tion  of  the  right  wing  of  the  army  of 
Helvetia.  I  haften  to  tranfmit  you  the 
details  of  it. 

On.  the  3d  Floreal,-  2?d  April,  the  ene- 
my attacked  the  principal  pofitions  of 
gen.  Lecourbe,  with  a  fuperior  force. 
They  directed, their  attacks  againM  Ma* 
uofa  and  Remus. 

At  the  firft  attack  they  repuifed  our 
troops,  and  got  pofiefiion  of  Remus.  But 
Jit  i'ecor.d  batt alon  of  the  44th  demi-bri- 
gade,  marched  bodily  againft  the  enemy, 
;.i:c!  drove  them  back  to  the  mountains 
from  whence  they  have  defcended,  after 
having  beat  them  in  the  village. 

While  this  was  palling,  the  firft  batta- 
lion of  the  fame  dem'-brigade,  beat  and 
reputed  the  enemy  at  Schillens  and  Pont- 
Martin,  where  their  attacks  were  as 
fi -uitlefi  as  againil  the  rtfft  of  the  line. 

During  this  day  we  made  8000  prifon- 
ers, among  which  were  a  major,  6  cap- 
tai  r.i ,  6  lieutenants  and  5  enfigns.  Their 
lofs  iii  killed  and  wounded,  amounted  to 
more  than  400  men. 

Gen.  Lecourbe,  in  making  particular 
mention  of  the  44th  demi-brigade,  alfo 
renders  juftice  to  all  the  troops  engaged 
in  that  action.  He  particularly  praifes 
his  artillery.

Germany. 

VIENNA,  April  24, 
A  letter  from  Marlhall  Suwarrow,  da- 
ted Veliggio,  April  18  ftates,  that  the 
rrench  had  rtpaffed  the  Adda,  after 
throwing  fifteen  thoul'and  men  into  Man- 
tua, and  five  thoufandimo  Pcfchiera ;  and 
that  the  marlhall  was  preparing  to  follow 
'hem,  after  leaving  gen.  Kray  with  a  corps 
of  about  twenty  thoufand  men  to  invefl 
thofe  two  places.  Marlhall  Suwarrow's 
patroles  had  been  puilied  as  far  as  Cremo- 
na, and  general  Klenau's  to  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Bologna,  without  meeting  a- 
ny  confiderable  body  of  the  enemy. 

By  accounts  received  in  the  evening  of 
the  fame  day,  it  appears  that  the  enemy 
were  employed  in  throwing  up  entrench- 
ments at  Lodi  and  Caflano.  Marlhall 
Suwarrow,  with  a  body  between  forty- 
five  and  fifty  thoufand  men,  was  to  have 
marched  on  the  19th  to  Monta  Chiaro, 
on  the  Chefa,  in  order  to  occupy  Brei'cia, 
and  then  to  advance  on  the  Oglio  and 
Adda. 

RASTADT,  April  20. 
The  French  miuifters  yefterday  receiv- 
ed a  notification,  which  enjoined  them 
to  retire  to  Stralburgh,  and  invite  fuch 
members  as  delired  to  make  a  feparate 
peace  on  the  part  of  their  fovereigns,  to 
follow  them  to  conclude  the  fame  at  Straf- 
burg.

duty  it  ffiaU  be  to  make  fuch  fettlement  ;  and  if  any  col>e6ior, 
naval  officer  or  furveyor,  flull  omit  to  keep  fair  and  true  ac- 
counts as  aforefaid,  or  flull  refufe  to  Tubmit  forthwith  their
